Let us now, in the namo of Gud, resolve to 
make rep: ration for those shortcomings of 
the past, A magnificent future is before 
the church in thie country, if we are only 
true to her, to the country and to ourselves.

Pictures at the Fair—Foreign Notes 


| —Great Pictures—Musical Events, 
Past and to Come—Gilmore the 
Great, and Patti—The Drama. 


There are some very charming pic- 
tures in the exhibit placed before the 
public by the Misses Gamble. 

The general sentiment of those whe 
visited the art rooms at the Cbrysan- 
themum Fair was that Los Angeles 
had a number of artists of whom she 
might well be proud. It will not be 
many years before Los Angeles will 
be an art center for this coast. There 
is everything here to inspire the true 
artist—all the grand magnificence of 
mountain, the wide stretch of plain, 


full cup of inspiration. 

The Russian artist, T. Kamensky, 
now in this country, is a tall, stalwart 
man, with a large head, striking fen- 
tures, a flowing beard and a genial ex- 
presslon. It is as a sculptor that he 
has won his reputation, and he 
been engaged to construct certain 
monumeutal works for the adornment 
ot the capitol at Topeka, Kan. Amon 
these works there is to be a statue o 
John Brown. 

The price paid for Millett’s cele- 
brated picture, The Angelus,“ $110,- 
000, was the highest ever paid for a 
modern picture at auction, and, with 
one exception, the highest price ever 
paid for any picture at auction; .that 
exception wasa picture of the As- 
sumption of thé Virgin” by Murillo, 
for which the Freuch Government 
paid $123,000 

“The Angelus” was painted about 
thirty years ago. Millet received $500 
for it, the purchaser being the then 
Belgian Minister at Paris. Some time 
afterward the picture sold for $10,000 
and the price seemed so large to the 
modest painter that he N dis- 
claimed anythin do 
with the sale ow it sells or $110,- 
600 


The sad reflection in this connection 
is that Millet himself should have had 
so littie return for his great work. He 
lived and died in poverty and his widow 
now livés in Paris in destitute circum- 
stances. The tens of thousands of dol- 
lars that have been realized by the 
sales of his pictures have gone to en- 
rich other persons. His genius did the 
vee but others havexeaped the re- 
wa 

“The Angelus“ as painted by Millet 
was on a canvas that measured 214 by 
254 inches. Its late owner, M. Secre- 
tan, bought it for $32,000 in 1881. Dur- 
ing the eight — he held it, its value 
increased $78,600 

It is a picture that breathes a bene-. 
diction upon all who see it. A paint- 
ing like that truly elevates art to the 
— ion of inspiration. The American 

er for the picture was but $200 less 
than the amount for which it sold. 
But the French Government was deter- 
mined to keep it for the Louvre and 
4 probably have secured it at any 
price.

First Appearance, on the Stage of 
Active Life—What Congress Was 
40 Years Ago—Anecdbdtes of Web- 
ster, Clay, Calhoun, Douglas, Jeff 
Datis and Others.

Only one who bas been there can ap- 
preciate the fun and import there is jn 
the lifeof a page in the Capitol at 
Washington. Frequently in my later 
years I have been asked to recall my 
experiences, and I do so to find much 
of education and frolic in the days I 

spent there when a lad. I was a page 
in the Thirtieth and Thirty-first Con- 
gresses, and clearly remember events 
which then transpired, while I readily 
forget many important occurrences of 
my mafaper lite. As a rule, children 
2 * t critics and careful observists. 
7 5 then watched, as they do 
— ave no doubt, the movements 
of the statesmen they liked or disliked 
easily caught on to their moods an 
methods, and made good use of them 
for their owu benefit. They bad little 
reverence for anybody or anything, 


and were merciless in their criticisms 


of the, appearance and habits of the 
Congressmen. 


AN ACCIDENTAL APPOINTMENT. 


It was not an easy thing in those 
days for a boy to get an appointment 
as page. I had a great struggle be- 
fore I was successful, and, after all, I 
was appointed by an accident. I was 
born in Annapolis, and raised in Balti- 
more. My parents had no political 
„pull“ whatever, and their means 
were not abundant enough to make 
them influential socially.

WHAT WILL THE COUNCIL DO? 

The report of the Sewer Commission 
will be presented to the Council today. 
The report was referred to in these 
columns yesterday, but the importance 
of the subj arrants further men- 
tion, particularly so in view of the fact 
that interested persons are doing their 
best to belittle the work of the com- 
mission. 

The report, after referring to the un- 
usual healthfulness of Los Angeles, 
very correctly expresses the most vital 
consideration in extending the present 
system as being the retention and, if 
possible, improvement of the health- 
fulness of the city, or, in other words, 
the reduction of the death rate. This, 
the committee believes, can be accom- 
plished only through a sewer system 
which embodies correct sanitary prin- 
ciples and practice. To this end, the 
belief is expressed that sewers should 
not be enlarged beyond their requisite 
capacity as sewers, in order to serve 
the additional purpose of storm drains; 
also that all sewers should be kept 
small,to the end that they may be 
flushed and kept clean, it being, the 
committee believes, better and cheaper 
to construct additional sewers on par- 
allel streets, as the population in- 
creases, rather than to endanger 
health of the public by largely antic 
pating in the size of the sewors the 
growth of the city. 


After health comes the question of | } 
cost. On this subject the report con- 1 


tains the following very sensible and 
pertinent remarks: 


We can see no good in de dt itself, and 
recommend a debt only to avoid greater 
evils; hence would create the least amount 
of debt consistent with the nt urgent 
demands for expenditures, It is imperative 
that we bear in mind other improvements 
needed by the city, the beautifying of our 
parks, acquisition of water works, etc., etc., 
and that we do not too nearly approach the 
limit of taxation. ‘Therefore, in the sum 
named as the minimum debt to be incurred, it 
is not contemplated to construct all the m 
sewers and storm drains that shall become 
necessary for the city for a term of years 
in the future. We are of the opinion that 
a larger debt than the one named should not 
be incurred, believing that the expenditure 
of this sum will prove amply sufficient for 
the purpose as given. 


The value of water in this land of ir- 


rigation is emphasized. Its great value 


to the agriculturist is enhanced rather 
than diminished, when the water be- 
comes sewage; 99.5 per cent. of the 
total is still water, which we should 
not waste.“ The weter should be 
saved and used to irrigate our thirsty 
land, first having been clarified, 
whereby the solids are separated from 
the liquids. Raw sewage is objection- 
ble and undesirable. The city can sell 
the liquids, so as to receive an income 
therefrom. 

An interior system of sewers is next 
outlined, and the committee takes up 
the question of utilization, recommend- 
ing that the sewage be treated by 
precipitation, filtration, electricity or 
otherwise,“ and that works be owned 
and controlled by the city and for ite 
benefit; that in selling the water it

We 
know nothing about it, but the men- 
tion of the Governor’s five inches of 
hot water shows that it must be near 
the Governor’s land, for the selection 
of which the Governor has been con- 
tending ina strictly business“ man- 
ner, ever since he appointed the com- 
mission. The commission has evi- 
dently kissed and made up. This un- 
precedented instance of jockeying and 
bargaining has now gone so far that 
we believe the people of Southern Cali- 
fornia would be justified in insisting 

upon an official investigation of the 
whole business. 


In the November number of the 
North American Review, Edison 
has an interesting article on the 
dangers of electric lighting. He 
deciares that by putting the 
wires underground t danger will 
not be diminished, bu rather in- 
creased.

The public may rest absolutely assured 
that safety will not be secured by burying 
these wires. Thecondensation of moisture,

Finally, the recommendation is made 
that, in submitting the question to the 
vote of the people, it be submitted so 
that the voters may vote upon each 
question separately, provided the 
method as recommended can be legally 
adopted. 

What will the Councilmen do with 
this complete and carefully prepared 
report? We believe that they will give 
it the careful consideration which it 
merits, and that they will place the 
substance of it—perhaps with some 
slight modifications—in shape to be 
acted upon by the voters. We are led 
to this belief by recent pleasing signs 
of adesire on part of the members 
of the Council to be fair-minded. 
There are those who affirm that the 
Council is only apparently fair in 
letting the commission act, in order to 
kill its usefulness at the last, but we 
do not share this opinion. We believe 
that the recommendationsof the com- 
mission will be embodied in an ordi- 
nance, which will be submitted to the 
voters, and that the voters will approve 
it by a very large majority. 


ELECTROLYSIS, 


Commenting upon the recently dis- 
covered process of purifying sewage 
known aselectrolysis, to which we have 
previously referred, the Chicago Her- 
ald says: 

There is a possibility that all the alarm as 
to the noxious effects of sewage along the 
route of the proposed drainage canal may 
be groundless, and that science may dis- 
cover methods of deodorizing it before it 
commences its flow across the country. A 
paper was lately read before the British As- 
sociation by Mr. Webster on the purification 
of sewage by a process known as electro- 
lysis. So far as the contents of the address 
are known here, they affirm that the method 
will separate the organic matter trom water. 

If this discovery shall prove to be 
reality the drainage problem will be enor- 
mously simplified. The sewage will de- 
come pure water, odorless, and therefore in- 
offensive to the cities through which the 
canal will pass. It — even be that the 
sewage of Chicago, trea by this agent at 
uus points of exit, may become so purified 
that it will be no injury to the water supply, 
and may with impunity be allowed to run 
into the lake. 

There are several probabilities connected 


with this new discovery. Sewace may be 


rined at ite various sources—at the fac-

It may be that the city will be 
able to solve the se e problem without 
the expenditure of millions of dollars.

The logic of events 
demands an insertion of the Indian into 
our national life, not as an Indian, but as 
an American citizen. As soon as wise con- 
servatism will warrant it, the relations of 
the Indians to the Government must rest 
solely upon the full recognition of his in- 
dividuality.. Each Indian is entitled to his 
— of the inherited wealth — his 


to the protection o 
in life, liberty and the 
suit of happiness. He is not entitied 
to be — in ladleness. 0 Indians 
must conform to the white man’s way; 
bly if they will, forcibly if they must. 
hey must adjust themselves to their en- 
vironments and conform their mode of liv- 
ing substantially to our civilization, The 
paramount duty of the hour is to pare 
the rising generation of Indians the 
new order of things thus forced upon them. 
In this connection the Commissioner re- 
fers to his scheme of schools outlined in 
these dispatches several days ago. Tribal 
relations should be broken up, socialism 
estroyed and family and the autonomy of 
the individual substituted. The alletment 
of local courts and police, the development 
of lands in severaity, the establishment 
of a personal sense of independence and the 
universal adoption of the English lan- 
guage are the means of this end. The 
chief thing to be considered in the ad- 
ministration of the bureau is the character 
of the men and women employed to carry 
out the designs of the Government. The 
best system may be perverted to bad ends 
by incompetent persons employed to carry 
it into execution, while a very bad system

The report 
shows that in the period of four years the 


»| public ownership of. silver was nearly 


doubled. While the volume of notes was 
diminished from $647,385,147 to $530,987,478 
the increase of the circulation of silver cer- 
tificates was about $56,000,000, having kept 
pace with the rate for the two previous 
years. Tlie new issue of small denomina- 
tions 7 to have fully supplied the 
needs of the country. During the year the 
national banks withdrew $66,340,900 of their 
bonds held by the Treasurer as security for 
circulating notes. 8 — the de- 
posits amounted to $25,243,700. There re- 
mained at the close of the year $148,121, 450, 
belonging to 3262 banks as security for cir- 
culation, and $45,222,000 belonging to 2700 
banks as security for deposits. 

The report shows that the minimum of 
bonds for the present capital of banks was 
only about $50,000,000 or $60,000,000 below 
the amount now on deposit. The amount 
of public money held by depositors of banks 
ran down from 658,715,511 to $47,259,714, 

The semi-annual tax on _ circulation 
amounted to $1,410,331 for the year. The 
net deposits during the year amounted ‘to 
$82,484,415, of which sum $29,593,580 was for 
reduction of circulation of active banks. 

The question whether national banks 
should required to redeem unsigned 
notes stolen frum them and put into circu- 
lation has been considered, and the Treas- 
urer’s opinion is that, as the law plainly re- 

uires the banks to previde for the redemp- 
tion of notes issued to them, whether recu- 
larly paid out or not, an innocent holder is 
entitled to the —＋ 1 of the provision. 

The report closes with some criticisms on 
the inferiority of the provisions for the 
safety of the public funds, and makes cer- 
tain recommendations for improvements.

The Forum was even then an 
old structure, and the eloquent apostle 
wanted to see that building, in which 
eloquence had so often thundered and 
wept. Over the Appian Way the 
triumphal procession had ready 
marched for hundreds of years, and 
he wanted to see that.

»What the Earth Teaches“ was the 
theme, and the text was from the first 
verse of the Twenty-fourth Psalm: | 

“ The earth is the Lord's and the 
fullness thereof; the world and they 
that dwell therein.“ 

We talk of growth in ‘Nature, in 
plant and animal, but do not so readily 


— the growth of ideas. Yet 
nothing is plainer. We grow out of 
our childhood ideas. ur childish 


idea of God, of religion, of life, of the 
preacher and of our parents, has 
grown to something larger and better. 
A man thinks the girl he is courting 
is almost an angel, but he learus better 
when he finds she is a wifely woman, 
better even than an angel for this 
world. So all ideas grow. Adam’s 
idea of the earth—a garden simply for 
himself and wife—was hardly up to 
the modern thought. Man’s idea of 
the earth has grown mightily since he 
thought it was made in six literal 

days, out of nothing. 
mpare men’s conception of the 
earth as a flat surface bounded by 
water, or ending where the sky touches 
the und; or, as the Persians 
t. surrounded by Mount Kaf, 


2000 miles high, to keep travelers from 


falling off; compare these with man’s 
idea today of the earth as a small 
world among many worlds, keepiug 
its place and holding its orbit forever 
the same. Its foundation is its center 
and it rests on the immutable laws of 
God. What study, what thought, 
what careful calculation of master 
minds for many generations it has 
cost to learn the earth’s true 
place, and rightly relate it to 
all other worlds! How man has 
pried into earth’s secrets and dis- 
covered the hidden laws and forces 
which rule the world. And yet, what 
isman? A mere speck on the earth; 
not so much as a fly crawling on the 
mountain side. 

From Wilson's Peak I saw this week 
the cities and villages that hold 100,000 
souls, yet not one of all that number 
eduld I see. So vast is the earth’s sur- 
face that if its 1,400,000,000 people 
were scattered equally over its broad 
acres no two would be within half 
a mile of each other. 

Yet small as man is compared with 
this globe he has almost mastered it. 
He has explored its surface and writ- 
ton its history. He has gone into its 
depths and analyzed its substance, 
and can tell you how and of what 
it is made. He has read the an- 
cient story of the rocks and trans- 
lated it into modern language. He 
has harnessed the thunderbolts of 
Jove, and made them messengers of 
thought. He has drawn iron from the 
mountain and girdled the earth with 
mighty chariots drawn by iron steeds. 
He has built floating palaces that sail 
the mighty deep, and bring nations to- 
gether as brethers. He transforms 
wood, straw, rags into paper, and 
on it records the life, poetry, philoso- 

hy, art and science of the world. He 

comes a magician and transforms 
matter into mind, Nature into life. He 
smites the rock and with the gush- 
ing waters, he makes this desert 
blossom as the rose. If his 
vision is too short, be makes an eye 
with which he sweeps the heavens and 
brings down unseen worlds. If his 
eye is not keen enough, he makes one 
that magnifies hidden things and dis- 
covers new worlds of law and life. If 
his voice is not loud enough, he makes 
the lightning carry it on a slender 
wire, hundreds of miles, and speak it 
into the ear of a friend. More than 
this, man has related the earth to other 
worlds, and discovered that one wise

THE 11 OF NOVEMBER 


IN HISTORY. 


Gen. William Wilkinson, in Novem- 
ber, 1813, descended the St. Lawrence 
in a flotilla toward Montreal. When 
opposite Prescott he learned that the 
river was lined with musketry. ‘Ins 
council of war it was determined to 
attack the enemy at once, and Gen. 
Brown was sent over with his brigade 
and some dragoons. The British un- 
der Morrison, 1000 strong, had come 
down in a schooner, gunboats and ba- 
teaux, and these were joined by pro- 
vincial troops. Gen. Boyd was de- 
tached to assist Brown. The British 
vessels also closed in u the flotilla, 
which they attacked, but Wilkinson 
used his artillery from the shore so 
effectively that they fled up the river. 
Meanwhile Brown ca igred the Brit- 
ish post at the foot o o rapids, and 
Boyd was about to begin bis march on 
the morning of November llth, when 
he was suddenly attacked by the enemy. 
(ren. Swartout was directed to attack the 
British vanguard, and Covington to 
take a position within supporting 
distance. ‘The British were driven 
back a mile to CurysLer’s FIELD, 
position covered by the gunboats. 
Covington then attacked the enemy's 
left and the battle became general. 
Repeated charges drove the enemy a 
mile aud ahalf, the American artil- 
lery being used -with great effect. 
Unfortunately at this point the ammu- 
nition gave out, and the troops fell 
back, at which the British endeavored 
to capture the cannon. A charge led 
by Covington prevented this. the strug- 
gie continuing for five hours. The 
American retreat was becoming almost 
arout when 600 regulars under Col. 
Upham appeared and put a stop to 
further progress of the British. The 
American loss was 389 and that ot the 
British 187. This check caused Wil- 
kinson to abandon the expedition. 
November lich is St. MARTIN’s 
DAY. ‘This saint was born in Hun- 
gary about 316, and after several 
years’ service as a soldier, retired into 
solitude, from which he was withdrawn 
by being elected Bishop of Tours in 
374. The principal legend represents 
St. Martin dividing his cloak with a 
naked beggar at the gate of Amiens. 
This cloak long formed one of the 
holiest relics of France, and in time of 
war was carried before the French 
monarch as a sacred banner, never 
failing te assure certain victory.. The 
oratory iu which this cloak or cape (in 
French, chape) was preserved, acquired 
in consequence the name of chapelle. 
the person intrusted with its care being 
termed chapelain, and thus, ap- 
parently, our English words chapel 
and chaplain are derived. The canons 
of St. Martin and St. Gratian had a 
lawsuit for 60 years about a sleeve of 
this cloak, each claiming it as their 
property. The proceedings were sud- 
denly terminated by Count La Roche- 
foucalt profanely committing the con- 
tested relictothe flames. According to 
the legend, once when St. Martin was on 
his way to Rome on f Satan meet- 
ing bim, taunted the holy man for 
traveling in a way sounbecominga 
bishop. In aninstant, Satan changed 
the old serpent into a mule, and, jump- 
ing on its back, trotted comfortably 
along. Whenever the transformed de- 
mon slackened pace, St. Martin, by 


making the sign of the cross, ur it 

to full At last, Satan, utterly 
defeated, exclaimed: Cross, cross 
thyself! thou 
without necessity: o m 
exertions, thou wilt soon reach Rome, 
the object of thy wishes.”’ 


November 11, 1630, is known in his- 
tory as the Day of Dupes,” as it 
marks the triumph of CARDINAL 
RICHELIEU over his enemies, who im- 
agined that they had finally succeeded 
in overturning his power. The fickle- 
minded Louis XIII. had been per- 
suaded to dismiss Richelieu and ap- 

int Marshal de Marillac as Prime 
inister. As a last resort, the wily 
priest proceeded to Versailles and had 
an interview with the King, the result 
of which was thatthe King fell under 
the cardinal’s influence more than ever. 
Marshal de Mariliac was sent tothe 
scaffold to satisfy the cardinal’s 
vengeance. 

The “Sarat SANDs,”’ a British iron 
steamer, conveying a greater part of 
the Fifty-fourth Regiment to India, 
took fire at 3 in the afternoon of 
November 11, 1857. Capt. Castle com- 
manding the ship, and Col. Moffatt of 
the regiment, at once prepared to 
maintain discipline. ‘The fire engine 
poured torrents of water upon the 
flames below, but all to no pur . 
The Colonel ordered the men to throw 
overboard all the ammunition in the

barked. A small number of women 
and children were lowered in 
the boats. The fire caused the 


barrel or two of powder left on board 
to explode and blow out the port 
quarter, but the iron bulkhead in the 
after part of the vessel resisted the 
flames so well that the Captain deter- 

ined to hold the ship as long as possi- 

le. For hours the men were employed 
in dashing water against it to keep it 
cool, and by 2 o’clock the next morn- 
ing the flames were under control. 
The ship was nearly swamped by the 
waves, but by the use of the pumps the 
vessel was saved, and the burned and 
battered wreck reached Mauritius in 
eight days. This heroic achievement 
is almost unparalleled in the annals of 
nuvigation, as every person on board 
was saved.
